The  1925-26  prcliminr.ry  forecast  of  Forte  Rican  Sugar  production 
places  the  total  crop  at  538,000  short  tons,  according  to  a  catle  to  the 
United  States  Departrrexit  of  Agricult-ore  from  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
and  labor  of  Forto  Rico,    While  thic  is  a  decrease  of  11  per  cent  from 
last  year's  record  crop  of  66o,OCO  short  tons,  it  indicates  a  svigar  pro- 
a.urtion  ronsidorahly  higher  than  for  any  previous  year,  and  represents  m 
increase  6f  33  per  cent  over  thj  average  production  of  14^2,000  short  tons 
for  tlx  five  ^tJears  1919^20  to  I323-2I1. 

Stocks  of  sugar  avail^tle  in  Euro^j  at  the  ccc;inning 'of  the  I925-26 
season  totaled  oSi,000  short  tons  against  ^-40,000  short  tons  a.t  the  same 
time  lest  year,  according  to  P.  0.  Licht.     Total  consumption  in  Germany, 
rmncc    Czechoslovakia,  felgium,  Netherlands  and  Great  Britain,  accordii^ 
to  Licht,  vras  5,562.U00  short  tons,  or  Ik  per  cent  gxeater  for  the  y^ar 
ending  August  31,  1925  than  the  1,^820,160  consumed  durin-  the  prcccding 
12  months.

Y/HEAT 

Reports  of  "better  weather  for  Argentine  wheat  during  the  'jeek  ended 
NoveralDer  30  ha.ve  'oeen  received  "by  the  United  S'cates  Weather  Bureau.    There  was 
a  reaction  to  cooler  weather  and  lighter  rainfall  in  the  northern  grS-in  dis- 
tricts where  a  marked  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  the  grain  crops  had 
occurred  as  a  result  of  the  recent  moist  and  warm  wenther.     In  the  soutnern 
wheat  districts,  which  have  "been  favored  hy  moderately  cool,  dry  weather,  the 
crop  continues  to  make  good  progress. 

Rainfall  in  India  has  improved  conditions  for  wheat  seeding,  according 
to  a  cahlegram  from,  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.  Information 
from  an  unofficial  source  states  that  seeding  is  in  progress  hut  a  decrease  in 
acreage  is  indicated. 

Grain  in  Canada  is  practically  all  threshed  and  the  latest  Canadian 
Pacific  Eailxmy  Report  states  that  the  quality  of  the  grain  on  the  whole  is 
very  much  better  than  appeared  possihle  after  the  extended  period  of  wet 
weather.

Grinding  of  the  1926-26  Cnhan  s^t^ar  crop  comiienced  eai'lier  than  in  any 
of  the  preceding  five  years  according  to  a  trade  report,  one  central  having 
started  on  ITovember  21.     Last  year's  grinding  conimenced  on  Deceriber  1  as  com- 
pared v/ith  December  10  for  the  previous  year. 

Licht  reported  on  IJovember  20  that  the  s^aga:^  yield  of  beets  in  German^' 
is  about  the  same  as  that  of  last  year,  and  he  ha.s  not  lowered  his  preliminary 
estimation  of  sugar  production  which  he  placed  at  1,852,000  short  tons  for 
1925-26.

Sugar  statistics  in  6  European  countries,  Germany,  Czechoslovaldia,  Prance, 
Belgium,  Netherlands  and  England  as  reported  by  P.  0.  Licht  of  Magdeburg,  indicate 
a  carryover  for  these  countries  at  the  beginning  of  the  1925-26  s-'Jgar  campaign, 
of  631,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  440,000  short  tons  at  the  sam.e  date  last 
year  and  729,000  short  tons  for  1922-23.     At  5,562,000  short  tons,  consumption 
in  the  same  countries  for  the  12  month  period  Septeriber  1,  to  A-^ogust  31,  1924-25 
increased  14  per  cent  over  the  4,880,000'  short  tons  lor  1923-24.    E>:p)orts  for  the 
period  ^onder  review  show  a  continued  increase  amounting  to  2.j527,000  short  tons 
for  the  campaign  just  ended  as  compared  with  1,858,000  short  tons  in  1923-24 
and  1,149,000  short  tons  in  1922-23.     These  countries  imported  3i322,0C0  short 
tons  of  sugar  in  1924-25,  an  increase  of  12  per  cent  over  1923-24  and-  8  per  cent 
greater  than  dijiring  the  1922-23  season.     Of  the  total  imports  d^u-ing  1924-25 
England  accounted  for  2,341,000  short  tons.     ITo  sugar  v/as  imported  hy  Czecho- 
slovakia in  this  year  but  her  exports  amounted  to  1,073,000  short  tons.

Japan's  rice  crop  this  year  will  "be  onlj''  9 .3''-!-6 iOOG  short  tons 
according  to  the  second  estirr.ate  based  on  conditions  s.s  of  October  31»  states 
a  cahle  to  the  Departraent  of  Commerce  from  Goirtusrcial  Attache  A.  Bland  Calder. 
This  is  a  decrease  of  3  V'^'r  cent  compared  with  the  first  estimate  although  it 
is  still  2  per  cent  larger  than  the  average  production  for  the  preceding  5 
years.

The  1525  Canadian  po-tato  crop  is  reported  at  7U,l62,000  "baishels, 
according  to  the  official  November  estimate.    This  is  an  increase  over  the 
October  estimate  of  5,399,000  bushels,  but  is  21  per  cent  less  than  the 
192U  crop  of  9U,Ul3,o6o  bushels.    The  1925  crop  is  the  smallest  since 
1916.    For  the  last  three  years,  domestic  consumption  has  averaged  about 
90,000,000  bushels.    Although  the  potato  crop  is  below  average  the  strong 
demand  and  high  prices  are  resulting  in  heavy  sales.    According  to  the 
report  of  the  American  Consul  Bbrnard  Gotlieb,  Halifax,  the.  prices  paid 
to  growers  in  some  portions  of  ITova  Scotia  have  gradually  risen  during 
October  until  offers  of  $U.50  per  barrel  have  been  made  for  the  best 
potatoes.     The  average  production  for  ilova  Scotia  is  between  5,000,000  and 
7,000,000  bushels,  and  although  this  year  the  production  will  be  betveen 
U, 000, 000  and  5,000,000  bushels,  there  is  a  very  considerable  surplus  for 
sale  and  farmers  hope  to  benefit  by  the  improved  marlrets.     Consul  Norton  ?. 
Brand  at  Fernie,  British  Columbia,  reports  a  crop  of  6,3^0  tons  from  East 
Kootenay  district  and  that  up  to  the  present  gro-'vero  have  been  in  no  hurry 
to  sell  even  at  offers  as  high  as  $50  per  ton,    y.uch  of  the  crop  is  going 
into  storage  for  e::pected  fancy  p:-ices  in  rnid-winter .    The  crop  is  light 
and  will  only  slightly  exceed  local  demands. 


TOBACCO 

The  1925  tobacco  crop  o2  Greece  is  estimated  at  13^,900,000  pounds 
according  to  Consul  General  Arthur  Garrels  at  Athens.    This  is  an  increase 
of  ch  per  cent  over  last  year's  crop  of  10'? , 9-^0 , 000  pconds  as  reported 
by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Home.    The  total  crop  is 
slightly  lower  than  was  expected  earlier  in  the  season  due  to  the  hee.vy 
rains,  locust  pests  and  drought  in  some  of  the  districts.     Consul  Garrels 
states  that  so  far  no  important  purchases  have  bcon  made  in  any  of  the 
districts,  since  the  tobacco  has  not  j'^et  been  ba-led.    This  applie,s 
partic^^larly  to  the  Macedonian  section  in  which  tobacco  is  not  baled  before 
December  of  each  year  when  general  braying  usually  begins. 

The  Italian  Tobacco  Monopoly  estimates  the  1925  tobacco  crop  of 
Italy  at  93,300,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  3  P^^  cent  from  their  estimate 
of  101,351|000  pounds  for  last  year's  crop.    A  small  decrease  is  reported 
in  the  acreage  and  yield  of  the  "Kentucky"  type  tobacco  as  cottrcjared  with 
I92U,  an    increase  of  both  area  and  yield  with  regard  to  the  "Levante" 
type  and  an  approximate  stationary  position  of  the  "Exotic"  type  of  tobacco 

The  tobacco  crop  of  Sweden  is  larger  than  it  has  been  for  many  years 
according  to  Consul  Charles  Heisler  at  Malmo.    No  definite  estimate  is 
given.    The  crop  harvested  in  192U  was  officially  placed  at  l,2S9:Ci00 
pounds  as  compared  v/ith  1,510,000  pounds  in  1923 •    Prices  paid  to  growers 
by  the  Sv;edish  Monopoly  are  said  to  have  been  slightly  higher  this  year 
than  in  192^4.

AI/ERIOAN  AND  YUQrOV>lA'nM  PRUIES  CCMEET3  K  FRilNCE;     late  October 
prices  on  Santa  Clara  size  6C/70  prunes,  c.i.f.  Bordeaux,  duty  not  paid, 
reached  $7.3U  per  100  pounds  against  $6.98  per  100  pounas  for  Yugoslav 
70/75 's,  same  terms,  according  to  Lucien  Memminger,  Airiorican  Consul  at 
Bordeaux.    A  tendency  to  increase  Yugosl^.v  prices  is  attributed  to  increased 
German  demiand.     The  Yugoslav  product  hegan  to  reach  France  in  some  quantity 
in  Octohor,    For  the  nine  .nonths  ending  Septemher •  30,  1925,  France  imported

INDIA  SEQUUTES  IMPORTS  OF  AlvERICAN  COTTON 

Effective  Decemler  1,  I925,  India  prohibits  the  importing  of  l::ierican 
cotton  by  letter  ma.il  or  sample  post,  according  to  a  cabled  report  received 
in  the  Departr.ent  of  Agricultui'e  from  J.  G.  Lay,  American  Consul  General  at 
Calcutta.     Imports  are  permitted  only  between  November  1  and  Ha.y  3I  of  siny 
year,  and  then  only  through  the  port  of  Bombay.    Consienee  must  report  name 
of  ship,  the  probable  date  of  arrival,  and  the  number  of  bales  shipped,  to 
the  collector  of  Customs  at  Bombay  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  expected 
date  of  arrival.    The  shipment  must  be  disinfected  upon  arrival. 
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mhD  ijeeat  markets 

Prices  in  i^o  rid  wheat  markets  havQ  turned  upward.    Estimates  of 
large  crops  in  the  northern  hemisphere  depressed  prices  at  the  heginning 
of  the  season,-  causing  them  to  fall  from  the  high  points  reached  last  year. 
The  lovr  point  at  Liverpool  "/as  reached  aocut  the  first  of  Octoher,  v/ith 
December  futures  at  ahout  $1,^3-    Falling  prices  dulled  markets  and  slowed 
up  movements  of  grain.    The  expected  large  PLUssian  e::ports  were  not  realized. 
Threshing  in  Canada  delayed  the  movement  of  Canadian  supplies.     Crops  in 
the  southern  hemisphere  "began  to  deteriorate.    All  of  these  changes  caused 
prices- to  turn  upv/ard  from  the  I0-7  point  reached  atout  the  first  of  Cctoher, 
Liverpool  prices  for  Decemher  -.vheat  reaching  $1.9U  on  December 

Exports  of  wheat  ard  flour  from  the  principal  exporting  countries 
for  the  period  July  -  Cctoher,  inclusive,  fell  oehind  the  exports  of  last 
year  "by  ahout  65,000,000  bushels.    The  quantity  of  wheat  afloat  for  all 
destinations  on  Octooer  1  was  sm.aller  than  on  that  date  in  axiy  year  of  the 
past  six.     The  United  Kingdom  has  purchased  Canadian  wheat  in  fair 
quantities,  "but  much  less  than  would  Toe  expected  in  view  of  the  needs  of 
the  United  Kingdom  and  t'he  abundant  supplies  in  Canada.     The  Canadian  lake 
shipping  season  has  closed  with  a  large  volume  of  wheat  in  the  interior. 
The  visTole  supply  in  Canada  is  much  higlier  than  it  vi&s  at  this  time  in 
1923  v/hen  the  crop  was  even  larger  than  this  year. 

Sir.ports  from  the  United  States  to  date  amount  to  only  ahout  U6, 000, 000 
"bushels  including  flour  as  wheat,  with  imports  from  Canada  amounting  to.  ahout 
2,000,000  bushels,  chiefly  for  milling  in  "bond.     In  t'ne  last  v;eek  of  •Tovem'ber 
exports  of  Vvheat  as  grain  were  more  than  counterhalanced  "by  imports  from 
Canada,

Statistics  for  the  corresponding  six 
months  of  192U  are  not  available  but  imports  from  the  United  States  during 
all  of  1921'-  amounted  to  3.167,000  pounds  or  10,3  P^^  cent  of  the  total  for

-Virginia 
pale  leaf  r^as  used  as  a  s'obstitute  during  1922  and_l923  %7hen  the  Balkans 
were  unable  to  supply  enough  of  tho  desired  qualities. 

Considerable  quantities  of  da.rk  Virginia  and  Kentucky  tobacco  were 
also  used  in  Austria  during  1923  for  the  manufacture  of  cigars.    The  produc- 
tion of  cigars  during  1S21 .  1922,  and  1923,  however,  was  considerably  larger 
than  sales,  because  of  the  unemplo^/rnent  .and  reduced  purchasing  power  m 
Austria  during  those  years.

This 
led  to  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of  cigars  during  192U  and  the  first 
half  01  1925,  sales  by  the  monopoly  during  192U  amounting  : to  205,000,000  as 
compared  ^Tith  158,000.000  in  1923-    The  consequent  reduction  m  stQcks  has 
been  so  ravid.  that  the  production  of  cigars  by  the  monopoly .  during  1925  seems 
likely  to  show  a  material  increase  over  the  output  for  1923  s^nd  l32k,  with  ,90 
.million  cigars  manufactured  in  the  first  half  of  1925.    The  outlppk  for 
greater  use  for  dark  Virginia  and  Kentucky  tobacco  appears  to . bP . improving. 
The  use  of  this  type  of  American  leaf  in  the  manufacture  of  cigars  m  Austria, 
however,  will  depend  largely  upon  the  price  at  ^fhXch  it  can  be  purchased  m 
competition  with  tobacco  from  other  sources.

The  HaT^aiian  pineapple,  crop  has  set  a  v.bt!  production  record  of  more 
than'  7,000,000  cases  in  1925  according  to  a  preliminary  estimate  quoted 
in  a  trade  report.    This  is  a  slight  increase  over  thel92U  pack  of 
6,S26,000  cases  as'  reported  by  the  California  Fruit  News  and  is  the  largest 
pack  reported.     It  is  understood  that  the  entire  crop  has  been  sold  so 
there  will  be  no  carryover  to  1926.      The  report  adds  that  this  year's 
record  is  expected  to  be  increased  to  S  or  9  million  cases  mthin  the  next 
few  years  ^rhen  newly  established  plantations  come  into  bearing,  production 
has  increased  almost  steadily  within  the  past  fifteen  years  from  a  pack  of 
726,000  cases  in  I9II  to  over  6,:S26,000  in  192U  according  to  t.he  California
